Lasker Says Sum Is Far 
Above the Inventory 
Value of Fleet.

29.—The 
shipping board will investigate tho­ 
roughly an offer of more than $1,000,- 
000,000 received yesterday for 
the 
entire government 
m erchant 
fleet, 
Chairm an Lasker said today, and if 
the bidders back up their proposal, 
“there can be no doubt th© board 
will m ake the award to them .” 
T he offer was presented by John 
S. W eslak, president of the Colum­ 
bia I ostal Supply Company of Silver 
Creek, N. Y. 
It proposed 
to pay 
$1,051,000,000 “for all ships, active 
and inactive, and all other property 
of the United States shipping board, 
real, personal and mixed.” 
An ini­ 
tial paym ent of $51,000,000 would he 
made on October I, 1923, and $50,000- 
000 yearly th e re a fte r until the entire 
sum had been paid. 
The proposal as made public by the 
shipping board contin ued ; 
“We agree to operate present lines 
with at least as good service as that 
rendered by the United States ship­ 
ping board, during the entire life of 
the agreem ent. 
The government to 
have the right to repossess all the 
property at any time th at there is a 
default in payment of any part of the 
principal sum or any installm ent of 
Interest. 
Interest to be paid in full 
on the unpaid balance quarterly at 
the same time as quarterly payments 
are made on the principal. 
“We are 
prepared 
to furnish a 
bond of one million dollars guaran­ 
teeing th at wTe W ill sign a contract if 
awarded same, ad to discuss any or 
all other details of such a contract.” 
Chairm an L asker emphasized that 
the total sum 
offered 
was 
nearly 
three times the inventory value of 
the fleet based on present world 
m arket prices.

SEA MOSS IMBUES 


C E A moss is found on tho north 
^ eastern coast and is well taowx 
and enjoyed In the New 
states. 
It Is called carrageen, bet 
is better known as sea moss. It U 
a whitish weed without flavor ax* 
with the odor of salt water, 
15 
may be purchased by the poucr 
and is used iu the place of sag* 
gelatin and rennet. It is especial!* 
valued as invalid diet. 
The moss is washed carefully in 
several waters before cooking, then 
placed in a cheesecloth bag and 
dropped into the milk and cooked 
in a double boiler for twenty-five 
minutes to half an bour. One cup­ 
ful, 
packed, 
will 
thicken 
four 
quarts of milk. 
For slightly stiffening sherbet, 
mousse and other frozen puddings, 
sea moss is excellent. 
For a plain, smooth and delicate 
Ice cream take one-fourth cupful of 
sea moss and cook ten minutes In 
a quart of rich milk, strain, add a 
cupful of cream and one-half cupful 
of sugar; flavor with a teaspoonful 
of vanilla and freeze as usual. 
If 
one desires, the moss may be put, 
without a cloth bag, Into the milk, 
then It must be carefully strained. 
Sugar may be omitted and honey of 
the same amount used o r one cup­ 
ful of any jam, like peach or straw­ 
berry. 
Sea moss may be used for drinks. 
To one-fourth of a cupful of the 
moss add one quart of water, beat 
slowly and cook ten minutes. 
To 
one glassful of the strained sea- 
moss liquid add the juice of half a 
lemon and one tablespoonful of 
honey. 
Grape Juice may be used 
in place of the lemon or with a 
teaspoonful of lemon Juice added 
with it; cherry juice or cream with 
a grating of nutmeg. 
Sea 
Breeze 
Pudding.—To one- 
quarter of a cupful of sea moss add 
one quart of milk. Cook in the top 
of the double boller for twenty-five 
minutes, remove the moss and add 
the yolk of an egg well beaten with 
one-fourth of a cupful of sugar and 
a bit of salt. 
Add vanilla and the 
beaten egg white, heap in a glass 
dish and chill before serving.
